ECAN TALKS. 


He Thinks Parnell the Best Tacti- 
cian in England, 


And That Lady Florence Dixie is a Crank“ 
“His Opinion of the Hanging Judges” 
and Irish Trials in General. 


By Tolegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, March 15.—It was a busy day for 
Patrick Egan, of Dublin, late Treasurer of the 
National Land League. P. J. Sheridan did not 
leave Mr. Egan’s rooms atthe Grand Central 
Hotel until 2 o’clock in the morning. So Mr. 
Egan hadasbort night’s rest. As soon as he 
breakfasted visitors began to flock im and letters 
and telegrams to arrive, Dispatches were re- 
celved from Boston, Chicago, Buffalo, Cineinnati, 
St. Louis and many other places, containing mes- 
sages of welcome and greeting. About 12:30 
Egan and Sheridan left the hotel and proceed- 
ed down Broadway as far as Park place, where 
Mr. Sheridan left his companion at the Irish 
World office. Mr. Egan went on down town, 
where he was joined by some of his friends, but 
after some chatting and the payment of a few 
calls, he also bent his steps toward the 
Irish Worid office. In that office there was a con- 
course of smiling faces. There had been a slight 
suspicion that Mr. Egan might arrive at the time 
he did, but his actuai arrival was like a bomb- 
shell to his friends; who have not recovered their 
gravity yet. When Mr. Egan arrived in New 
York late on Monday night the first thing he did, 
after registering at the hotel, was to get a direc- 
tory and find the Irish World office, and Mr. 
Ford’s house. Hethen proceeded to the office, 
and not finding Mr. Ford there at that late hour 
he crossed over to Brooklyn and hunted up the edi- 


tor, so Patrick Ford was the first Irishman in 
America to shake hands with the late Treasurer 
on his arrival in New York. Mr. Eagan remained 
during the night at Mr. Ford's house, not return- 
ing to his hotel till Tuesday afternoon, To a re- 
porter Mr. Egan chatted freely.

LOO CHIN GOON, 


Chinese Tragediss will Start a Theater in 
1 hiladeiphin.

PHILADELPAIA, March 15.—Loo Chin Goon, the 
most famous and popular aetor that ever de- 
lighted a Chinese audience in San Francisco, has 
arrived here. When the Chicago ‘express train, 
on which he was, came into the Broad Street Sta- 
tion, afat Chinaman who had for more than an 
hour pressed through the gates became strangely 
agitated. Four other Chinamen ambled out of 
the walting- room and joined the fat one on the 
platform. They were there to receive Loo Chin 
Goon. So Yun Lee, who has a laundry on Girard 
avenue, headed the reception committee. Loo 
Chin Goon and Lee are cousins. When Lee and 
his friends saw Goon alight from the train they 
could hardly be prevented from rushing through 
the gates to welcome him. Goon is a large, pow- 
erfully built man, and wears spectacies. 
His adress did not differ that

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| gate. He kissed Lee upon the cheek and recei vea 
oo _ token of affection. In a half minute the 
WERE GABBLING WITH HIM 
as familiarly as though they had known him for 
years. Having received his illustrious cousin in 
what he supposed was p r style, Lee removed 
the standing linen collar which encireled his neck. 
This done the party went to 's store where 
Chin supped on tea ana sweet meats, and received 
scores of his fellow countrymen during the even- 
ing. The possession of a golden joss could not 
have made Lee happier than Loo Chin Goon’s 
presence did. Before introducing a reporter to 
the distinguished Thespian this evening, Lee in- 
formed the visitor that Loo Chin Goon him vell 
gleat sing song man.”

“pigion” English, Goon sat upon an 
ironing taple gravely puffing a pipe and 
the dozen Chinamen in the room eyed him re- 
spectfully. He has a rich, full voice and speaks 
very fair English. In fact, his cousin declares 
that Goon talks English better than auy one he 
ever knew. Lee introduced the reporter as à 
“ehin-chin” man. Goon said he had been an ac- 
tor for twenty-six years. He is now 41 years old. 
Thirteen years of ‘his professional career wers 
spent as a strolling player in Chiua. He first be- 
came prominent at one of the annual theatrical 
festivals in Nanking and remained in that city 
until he was induced to come to America 
BY AN OFFICER 
of one of the six great Chinese companies of San 
Francisco. His salary was $5,000 per annum and 
he made his first American appearance at the 
Jackson Street Theater. At this point he was in- 
terrupted by Lee, who served every one in the 
room with a cup of teaandastrip of dried stur- 
eon. The actor accepted the offering of fish, but 
eclined the tea. Goon hag a great regard for the 
drama of his native countr and his 
mowing compliments tosome of the “one hun- 
red plays“ made Lee forget himself. and emphat- 
leally say, “alle time Chinee countiee sing song 
bully.” Goon crushed his talkative relation with 
a look. For three years Goon has rece a per- 
centage of the profits of the Jackson street thea- 
tre in San Francisco, but lately he has conceived 
the idea of starting a similar place of amusement 
in New York, and with that object in view he 
came East. He says that if he decidesto open 
theater in New York it will be done next fall.

FOUND GUILTY. 


Alex Johnson, a Double Murderer, Convict- 
ed bya Jury, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YORK, March 15.—There seems to be ev- 
ery chance for a hanging in Raymond Street Jail, 
Brooklyn, before many weeks have passed. The 
negro, Alex Johnson, who was charged with the 
murder of Henry Hicks and Emma Jackson in a 
shanty on Buffalo avenue, near Crow Hill, Brook- 
lyn, on December 21, has been convicted of mur- 
der in the first degree. The evidence against him 
was so conclusive that his counsel made the plea 
in his defense that he was not of sound mind 


The evidence showed he had plotted the killin g of 
his brother, who escaped his fury by an accident, 
and thatin his attempt to take the life of that 
brother he killed two persons and dangerously 
wounded two others. It was no surprise to those 
who listened to the evidence that Johnson was 
convicted of the gravest offense known to the law. 
Johnson, one-eyed and paralyzed by his attempt 
to commit suicide when arrested, seemed dazed 
at the verdict. He clutched convulsively 
AT HIS CUFFS, 

and 8 carried a pocket handkerchief 
which he had in his hand, to and from his mouth.

THE JUDGMENT ENTERED. 


Miss Livingstone Gains Another Step in Her 
Damage Suit.

NRW YorK, March 15.—Some time ago Miss 
Mary Alice Almont Livimgstone recovered in the 
Brooklyn Circuit Court a judgment for $75,000 
against Henry Fleming, the millionaire president 
of aa Oil Refining Company, for breach of prom- 
ise of marriage. The defendant made a motion 
for a new trial upon the ground of newly discoy- 
ered evidence, and argument upon that motion 
was set for hearing by Justice Pratt. Mr. De 
Witt, in behalf of Fleming, moved for an adjourn- 
ment of argument,upon the ground that Ex-Jndge 
Tracy, senior counsel for the defendant, was con- 
fined to his house by rheumatism. Mr. Sawyer, 
counsel for Miss Livingstone, said he had no de- 
sire to take advantage of the absence 
of counsel, but he thought the 
plaintiff _ was entitled to have the 


judgment she had recovered entered up, as the 
entry had been stayed by this oft-postponed mo- 
tion. Mr. Dewitt did not see what good could re- 

it from the entering ofthe judgment, as Mr. 
Fleming was now in Europe for the beneht of his 
heaith. Mr. Sawyer thought that Fleming’s death 
abroad might embarrass the collection jof the ſudg- 
ment. Justice Pratt said he did not know but 
that counsel for the plaintiff was entitled to sonre- 
order. His honor remembered that the late Mar- 
tin Kalbfleisch defaulted a $50,000 breach of prom- 
ise of marriage suit by his death. The court 
therefore granted an order forthe entering of 
judgment. and for the §2,000 as an extra allowance 
for counselfor Miss Livingston, and adjourned 
the hearing of the motion for a new trial.

A BILL TO VETO. 

That HEARD Bill which the Legislature has 
passed in spite of the earnest protests of a 
minority, comes to us in a very questionable 
shape. It is avowedly enacted to authorize 
the recognition and payment by the State of 
war claims which the U. S. Government re- 
fuses to recognize or pay until the State shall 
have first acknowledged and paid them as 
debts justly due from her to' the claimants. 
This seems to be even worse than the pur- 
port of the act of March 19th, 1874, under 
which the great CRAFTON Militia Claims 
fraud assumed such proportions that Adju- 
tant-General CRAFTON became a fugitive 
from justice, and a clause was inserted in 
the present State Constitution providing 
that The General Assembly shall have no 
power to make any appropriation of money, 
or issue any bonds or other evidences of in- 
debtedness for the payment, on account of, 
or in recognition of any claims audited, or 
that may hereafter be audited, by virtue of 
an act entitled An act to audit and adjust 
the war debt of the State,“ approved March 
19, 1874, or any act of a similar nature, until 
after the claims so audited shail have been 
presented to and paid by the Government of 
the United States to the State of Missouri.“ 
The plain purport of this is to forbid the 
recognition or payment by the State of Mis- 
souri of any war claims previous to their 
recognition and payment by the 
United States. As the United States refuses 
to pay any but claims which the State shall 
have allowed and paid, the HEARD bill must 
either prove a successful evasion of the Con- 
stitution or become inoperative and void by 
reason of conflict with the Constitution. On 
its face itlooks to alayman like an attempt 
to rehabilitate and carry out the old CRAF- 
TON robbery, which was nipped in the bud 
by astorm of public indignation. If Gov. 
CRITTENDEN would save his administration 
from the disgrace which will attach for all 
time to Woopson’s, he will veto this bill. 
The legislation of this State has once too 
often lent its approval to schemes of fraud 
based on those ancient and bogus war 
claims. 


THE DOWNING BILL. 
We are quite willing to believe that when, 
in his high license bill, Mr. Down1ING@ omit- 
ted all mention of the cities which are not 
in counties, he intended to include such 
cities, but we still stick to our opinion that 
the bill will not be enforced in the cities in 
which it is most needed without serious de- 
lay and trouble. 
Mr. GAak, of Kansas City, who is quite as 
good authority as can be cited any- 
where, is firm in his opinion that the 
bill does not apply to Kansas City. In 
St. Louis the enforcement of the bill 
lies in the hands of the Municipal 
Assembly, and if the Municipal Assembly 
should happen to adopt the idea that they 
are nota County Court, the friends of high 
license will have very hard work to compel 
them to act under the law. It does not fol- 
low, because the Municipal Assembly has 
discharged the functions of a County Court 
in carrying out the present license law, that 
it would assume those functions to carry out 
legislation to which it is openly opposed. 
There is only one thing to be done. High 
Neense is demanded by every good interest 
of the State, and the Legislature has recog- 
nized this by passing the bill now under 
notice. As there is reasonable doubt of its 
application to St. Louis and Kansas City, let 
it be amended so as to apply to these cities, 
and let us secure high license without a law- 
suit,

A foreman and the Letter He Wrote to a Bank 
President~Constables as Go-Betweens 
for Ward Politicians--Other Strange and 


Amusing Stories of Justices’ Justice.

That the orusade on the Justices of the Peace 


meets with popular approbation there can be no 
doubt. Merchantsand business men were met in 
dozens this morning, who denounced these Brum, 


magen Jedges, and hépea that everything would 
ve done for the abolition of the system by which 
such judicial officers were foisted upon the pub- 
lic. Lawyers of any prominence are most unani- 
mous in the statement that all the methods of leg- 
islation in these courts are a travesty on justice. 
“You might as well play seven up to decide your 
case,” said a well known ex-Judge “as to bring it 
before any of these Justices that I know. 


A man can tell something about the probable out- 
but it is impossible to 


come of a game of cards, 
ever make a guess at what the average Justice 
Will do.“ 

„And the juries?” 


“Oh, if you are unfortunate enough to have a 


jury, then the Lord help you! You have fallen 
in among the Phikstines without a doubt.” 

These “cast-iron” ſurieszand the methods of their 
selection are the ue causes of complaint, In 
the first pace all the Constables are men of po- 
litical influence among the ward bummers, and 
are often bigger men than the “Judges’’ them- 
selves. Itis their 1 to do political dirty 
work that secures them their positions. 
The Constables are the go-betweens for the bet- 
ter class of candidates and the lower and more 
degraded class of voters. They hold these letters 
in the leash ali the time, ready to pack a primary 
or vote on Whatever side they aré ordered at an 
election. Droves of these fellows are at the beck 
of almost any constable in the city. 
On election days you see them ragged and dirty, 
peddling batlots and doing the other odd jobs 
which are ordered. When there is no political 
excitement these workers must be looked after. 
And they are. They form the material for the 
juries which are the judges of the law 
and the facts in trials before Justices.

POINTED TO HIS COLLEAGUCES, 
who were more fortunate, and said. There is as 
fine a half-dozen men as ever robbed a hen roost 
on à rainy night.” And that is the impression 
that the average jury gives a man who sees them. 
They are a clannish set and know obe another as 
members of the same profession. If a stranger 
should happen vo bp ou the lury, he is treated 
with coldness and contempt. hese “cast-iron” 
fellows Know what they are going to do, bu 
they Cannot tell what the stranger may be up to. 
He may want to weigh the merits of the case be- 
fore deciding it, and that causes delay. He might 
even “hang” the jury, which is a thing that pro- 


fessional jurymen hate as they do polson. But 
it is not often that this thing hap- 
ens. The Constable sees to that 


Vhen he wants a jury he hastens off to the sal- 
oon, Which is as indispensable an adjunct toa 
Justice’s Court as a stage is to a theater, and 
there the “boys” are waiting for him. He 
marches them in. They take the seats which 
they Know well from previous exper- 
lence, and the case goes on. 
The verdict is usually against the man who has 
the most money, because then the jurymen are 
stire to get their fee. Thisis one of the reasons 
why the temples of justice are cailed “the poor 
man's court.“ poor man never loses 
a case unless he has given security 
for costs, and even then the ur 
will usually make a sure thing of it and nail“ the 
man that has money. A well-known president of 
a well-known bank had a case before a down- 
town Jnstice of the Peace not long ago. To his 
surprise he won it, despite the fact thatit was a 
jury trial. He was at a loss to 
know why the well-known rule had 
been so flagrawtiy violated in his case. 
The mystery was soon cleared up. By mail 
the next day he received a letter from the fore- 
man ofthe intelligent jury that satin his case, 
stating that he, he foreman, had had consider- 
able trouble in swinging his companions around 
to the side of the bank president. He stated that 


they wanted to go the other way 
because the bank president could bei- 
ter afford to lose the case, but 


that by the liberal use of whisky and other such 
arguments as jurymen hearken to ne had been 
able

and get the verdict in the shape it was. The curi- 
ous epistle closed with a suggestion from the fore- 
man that he be recompensed for the service so 
rendered. The bank president tore the 
letter up, and mercifully refrained from invoking 
the aid of the criminal statutes in the case. 
It is extremely probable that the fellow was tell - 
ing a lie in his letter, and that the ‘sweet six“ 
had arranged this pian for adding to their income 
of a dollar a day, Which is about the average of. a 
“east-iron” juryman’s salary. It is no uncom- 
mon thing for a man who has à case in these 
courts approached on the sly 
by one of these fellows with the 
statement that, if a little money is 
forthcoming, he will be able to use it wilh the 
ett Hay of whom are friends of his. A _ well- 

nown business man dropped into a Justice's 
court the other day. when a case in which he was 
interested was on trial. He was a little late, and 
did not get in until after the jury had n se- 
lected and the trial beguu. As he cast his eye 
over the jury-box, he discovered a 
man amon the intelligent half-dozen 
whom he had discharged a month before and 
kicked out of his store because he had caught him 
in the meanest kind of speculation. The fellow 
had answered that he had known Mr., and 
had worked for him, but with no intimation of the 
kicking out process. And 80 0 
stories go on, and could be multiplied to dozens. 
The “Jedge” in many cases is an innocent victim 
in these matters. He is usually the slave of the 
Constable, who runs him as he does all other af- 
fairs in connection with the court. 
The latter’s political influence is a thing that the 
Justice fears if he has any h of reéiection. 
The principal fault to be attributed to the Justice’s 
is their dense ignorance, not 8 of law, but of 
all other subjects, including the En- 
glish language. In the list (given yesterday 
there was certainly not more than one who 
has .ahalf decent English education. In fact it 
isnot known at this writing that any of them 
have, but the exception is put in to be on the 
side of truth. They are taken from all the lower 
walks of life, are men who can muster enough 
strength to carry the nomination in the little dis- 
trict conventions where Justices are made.

He frequently is under obligations to 
the Constable long before he is elected. 
In these cases the Constable practically owns the 
court. He can run in whatever juries he may 
wish, and the Judge does not dare to protest. In 


many cases, however, the Justice and the Consta- 
ble are in “cahoots,” to use a Consta- 
bie’s usual expression, and then litigants 


stan a tine show for justice, 
Cases of landlord summons are the ones in which 
the juries revel in these courts. A tenant fails to 
pay rent, and his iandlord brings suit in eject- 
ment, giving him five days’ notice. as required by 
law. 1 jury is called in, every last one of whom 
is in 1 with thie tenant, because 
hone of them ever pay rent, or auny- 
thing else if they can possibly avoid it. 
Then a Justice of the Peace lawyer, who is gen- 
erally as great an 1 amus as a Justice of the 
Peace, and additionally dangerous, because he 
has had the cx 1 of years in trickery, 
makes an appea he jury, who are against pay- 
ing bills on generai principles, in which property- 
owners are bitterly denounced, held up as ca 
italists and otherwise thoroughly execrated. 
In two cases out of t the jury finds for the 
tenant, and he retains possession of premises to 
which be has no earthly right. The owner must 
appeal the case at additional expense, while the 
tenant laughs: at him. In the reference made 
above to “Justice of the Peace lawyers,” there 
is nO desire to reflect upon reputable attorneys 
whose business sometimes calls them iuto these 
pisces, “where injustice is judicially adminis- 
ed.“ The men referred to are a class who con-

THE PRESIDENT’S PROXY. 


Hon, John W. Foster Discourses of Gen. 
Porfirio Diaz. 


Hon. John W. Foster, former Minister to Mex- 
ico, and now representing the United States at 
Madrid, accompanied by his wife, arrived at the 
Southern this ning. It is generally known 
that Mr. Foster’s mission to this city is for the 
purpose of extending the courtes- 
ies of the Government to our 
expected distinguished guests Gen. Porfirio Diaz 
and party. Mr, Foster was chosen for this mis- 
sion because part of his term as Minister to 


Mexico was served in the presidency of Gen. 

Diaz, with whom he sustains a cordial personal 

pa and Mrs. Foster accompanies him to 
1€ 


meet r friend, Mrs. Diaz. In 
conversation with Post-DIsPATCH 
reporter this mornin Mr. Foster gave 


an interesting history of Gen. Diaz’ life and ser- 
vices to Mexico. Geh. Diaz was born in Mexico 
September 15, 1830, and hence is now in his fifty- 
second year. He was first educated for the law, 
but when he reached young manhood, in 1854, the 
reform movement was inaugurated, which result- 
ed in the fouuding of a liberal party, opposed 
to the old regime iu which the church was domi- 
ait in the State. General Diaz turned aside 
irom his pursuit of the law and threw himself 
heart and soul in this liberal movement and 
labored 1 for its success until its tri- 
umph was signalized by adoption of the Lib- 
eral Constutition of 857. The adoption 
of this constitution brought about the interven- 
tion of the Freneh and the attempt to seat Maxi- 
milian on the throne of a Mexican monarchy. In 
the constant inuter-mixture of politics and war 
General Diaz was compelled to take a large part 
in military affairs, and in the contest 
with France he was given a command of 


an army division. In the conduct 
of the war Diaz played a most conspicuous and 
gallant part, his daring raids and wonderful 


escapes from capture in French prisons surrouna- 
ing his war history with the atmospbere of a 
romance and giving him . 
GREAT PRESTIGE AMONG THE MEXICAN PEOPLE. 
When Maximilian was executed in June, 1867,Gen. 
Diaz was engaged in the siege of Mexico, which he 
succeeded in recapturing the city from the French, 
thus accomplishing the chief event of the war, 
and placing himself at the head of Mexican mili- 
taryeleaders. After the settlement of the French 


contest, Gen. Diaz was twice a candi- 
date for the ‘presidency against Juarez, 
and, after, two defeats, in spite 


of the popular voice in his favor, announced the 
doctrine that there could be no fair election by the 
people as long as the President could be his own 
successor, and on this principal headed a revolu- 
tion against the successful candidate Laredo in 
1876, which placed him in the ° office 
of President. Although Gen. Diaz 
became President through revolution, he remain- 
ed firm to his convictions and had the constitu- 
tion amended go that no President could be re- 
ciected to suceced himself, and at the close of his 
term obeyed the law and handed over the Govern- 
ment to his suecessor, President Gonzales, peace- 
fully, the first time such an event had ever oc- 
curred in the history of Mexico. 

Gen. Diaz is identified with the great change in 
the direction of progress in Mexican affairs of 
late years, as during his administration he has 
succeeded in accomplishing three important re- 
sults, viz.; stability of government, security 10 
life and property, without which there can 


be no commerce n and, lastly, 
the opening yy eh the vast resources 
of the country to erican enterprise and capi- 
tal, as it was in President Diaz’ administration 
that the first grants were given to American rail- 
way projects. He has always favored liberal 
concessions to such enterprises, and has made 
the carrying out of them possibile by his firm gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Foster says that Gen. Diaz is of medium 
height, of soldierly bearing and is extremely 
frank and courteous in manner, in fact that his 
popularity with the people is largely due to his 
manner. The General does not speak English, 
but can understand alittle of it. Senator Im- 
manuel Romero-Kubio and wife, who accompany 
the party, are the pargats of Mrs. Diaz, 
whom Mrs. Foster describes as very young, 
accomplished and charndng. She says that 


during their stay in Mexico Mrs. Diaz 
who was then a young girl. was one of 
the most intimate friends of his daugh- 


ter. Mrs. Diaz speaks Euglish fluently.

This 
would never do for snow-shoeing. The only 
recourse was to ascend the canyon side to 
the dividing ridge between Elk and Deep 
and follow along on the edge of the summit. 
He muffled his shoes with rope brought for 
the purpose and the ciimb was made, good 
footing secured, and all looked clear ahead. 

Uncle Alex then thought it was about time 
for a smoke, He halted, filled his pipe, lit it, 
took a North American whiff or two and was 
just striking out when—wh-e-w-w-zip away 
went the entire body of snow with a wild 
whirl and ina moment he was riding an av- 
alanche two hundred feet wide with iight- 
ning 22 headlong down the precipice to- 
ward the waters of the creek, nearly 400 feet 
below.

LIGHTS OF THE HAREM. 


Relations of the Chief Eunuch 
His Charges in the Palace. 
Constantinople Cor. of the N. I. Herald. 


It must not be supposed that eunuchs are 
a particulariy Turkish or Mohammedan in- 
stitution. They were known in the East 
ond formed a portion of the household of 

riental monarchs long before the Arabian 

— of the Turks- were ever heard of. 

uch guardians were to be found even at 
the Court of the Byzantine Emperors and 
the founders of the Ottoman Empire adopted 
them with other attributes of 228 tato 
in throwing off all semblance of subjection 
to the Seljuckian Sultans. -Aping the ex- 
ample of their sovereigns, the great Pachas 
went in for the same custom, placing the 
care of their females under one or 
more such qualified ardians. Of late 
years the employment of eunuchs has 
gone — 44 of fashion, ordinary male 
attendants being sent in charge of the ladies 
when taking their walks abroad. This is 
due in a measure, I fancy, to the more hu- 
mane and enlightened ideas with regard to 
their family life that set in with the advent 
to the throne of Abdul Aziz. He abroga 
the cruel law by which none ofthe male 
children born of Sultans were allowed to sur- 
vive their birth, and no princess to have sons 
that might become possible pretenders to the 

rone. The birth of his own son, Yusuf 
zzedin, was kept carefully concealed, and 
when this became no longer necessary he re- 
joiced the hearts of his sisters by allowing 
them the same privileges as all Moslem wo- 
men, whose greatest desire is to become the 
mother of a male child. 

The time, however, is within the recollée- 
tion of many persons at Constantinople 
when no carriage with Turkish ladies was to 
be seen unaccompanied by mounted eunnehs, 
armed with keen cutting scimitars, which 
they were apt to use on the slightest provo- 
cation. There is a gentleman still to be met 
with ont here who obtained a handsome in- 
demnity from the Porte for the severe pun- 
ishment he received at the hands of a eunuch 
for what the latter considered impertinent 
glances thrown by a “Ghiaour” in the direc- 
tion of the fair True Believers” promenad- 
ing the sweet waters under his care. To re- 
turn, however, to the subject of the 
“‘Darusseadet-Oghasse.” This high office 
was only instituted in the reign of Sultan 
Murad IIL, and the first person appointed 
was a negro called Mehmet Agha. is suc- 
cessor was a white eunuch, for it was 
the fashion to have them guardians of both 
colors. 

Several of the keepers of the “Gate of Fo- 
licity” have been men of marked ability, 
and some of them of considerable attain- 
tainments, so that it is not surprising to 
find they should occasionally have en 
transferred from the domestic to the public 
service. Such advancement, however, has 
never fallen to the los of other than white 
eunuchs. Two of these latter even became 

rand viziers—the one a certain Khadum 

essih Pacha in the reign of Selim 1, and 
the other Kurdjis Mehemet Pacha in that 
of the first Sultan Achmet. Others again, 
have hadthe title of Sadr-Azane agen 
Vizier) bestowed upon them without the of-
